AJJ.y aetiO'n eO'ntem­
plated in this seetiO'n may include land -situated in different eO'untiea, by 
giving nO'tice thereof as prO'vided by section three thO'usand five hundred 
forty-four (3544) O'f the eode. PrO'vided, that the repeal O'f said seetion 
shall not affect any aet dO'ne, any right aeeruing O'r whieh has aeerued O'r 
been established, nor any suit O'r proeeeding had O'r eO'mmenced in any eivil 
cause befO're the time when such repeal takes effeet; but the proeeedings 
in such eases shall be eonformed to the provisiO'~s O'f said repealed section 
as far as cO'nsistent."

AN ACT to amend house ille number siJ:(6) of the thirty·fourth general aasembl,. re­
lating to the recovery of Interest In real estate when spouse failed to join In convey­
ance. 

Be it enacted by tke General Assembly of tke State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. NO't restricted to recorded instruments. That sectiO'n O'ne (1) 
of house file number 6 of the thirty-fourth (34th) general assembly of Iowa, 
as the same appears in the record of enrolled bills be amended by striking 
out the words "which has been recorded" in the seventh (7th) line thereof.

CHAPTER 161. 

FORECLOSURE OF REAL ESTATE MORTGAGES. 

S. F. 268. 

AN ACT to repeal section three thousand four hundred forty-eeven-c (3U7-c) of the sup­
plement to the code, 1907, and enacting a substitute therefor relatin~ to the foreclo­
sure of real estate mortgages and fixing the time within which certain actions for the 
foreclosure of mortgages may be brought. 

Be it enacted by tke General A88embly of tke State of IOtDG: 

SECTION 1. Repeal-limitation O'f actiO'n to foreclO'se or enfO'rce real estate 
mO'rtgage O'r cO'ntract. That section three thousand fO'ur hundred fO'rty-seven-c 
(3447-c) of the supplement to the eO'de, 1907, is hereby repealed and the fO'l­
IO'wing enaeted in lieu thereof: 

"NO' aetiO'n shall be maintained to foreclO'se or enfO'ree any real estate 
mortgage, bO'nd for deed, trust deed O'r eontract for the sale or cO'nveyanee 
of real estate, after twenty (20) years frO'm the date thereof, as shO'wn by 
the record O'f such instrument, unless the record of such instrument shows 
that less than ten (10) years have elapsed since the date of maturity O'f the 
indebtedness or part thereof, seeured thereby, or since the right of action 
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
